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Dear Committeoman: - 
You are undoubtedly called upon often for specific information in 


regard to the cotton situation. With this in mind we have assembled the 
basic statistical data pertaining to cotton which we believe are likely 


to be most useful to you. In selecting the material to be included an 


effort has been made to show the position of the United States in rekatien 
to the world cotton situation, and for that reason, detailed data by 
States have been excluded in most cases. 


Table 1.~ This is a summary of acreage, yield, and production of i 
cotton in the United States, It is interesting to note that in only 7 
of the 30 years given in the table have 40 million acres or more been 
Planted to cotton. The average yield equalled or exceeded 200 pounds per 
acre in only 7 of the 30 years. The high yielding years were those in 
which planted acreage was under 40 million, except for 1933, when approxi- 
mately 10-1/2 million acres wore plowed UD» 


Tables 3 and 4,. Foreign cotton acreage has increased from 
29,300,000 acres in 1921 to 59,400,000 acres in 1937. The five countries, 
Russia, China, Brazil, Uganda, and Argentina show an increase in Acreage 
from 7,600,000 in 1921 to 23,900,000 in 1937, an increase of over 200 pers 
cent. India reached a peak in cotton acreage in 1925, and Egyptian acrew 
age was larger in 1930 than it has been at any time since, Foreign pro- 
duction has doubled since the early <O's, and most of the increase may 
again be acceunted for in the five above-mentioned countricSe 


In studying these two tables one should secure information on the 
economic changes which have been taking place in each of the countries, 
as well as the Governmental policies which have operated to bring about 
increased acreage and productien, 


TevLee by, 6,.7, and 8.~.. The world supply of American cotton for 
the current season is 25.5 million bales. This is slightly smaller than 
the peak supply of 1931-32 and 193¢-33 and 5 million bales larger than 
the average for the 6 years beginning August 1924, 


The world carry-over of American cotton at the beginning of the 
1938-39 season was somewhat in excess of the world consumption of American 
cotton during the previous Season, and the total supply was more than twice 
the consumption of the previeus season. A review of table 5 will indicate 
that usually when the supply is large the price is depressed and exports 
are expanded compared with ether nearby years, ; 


Most ef the decrease in the production of foreign cotton in the 
1937-38 and 1938-39 seasons occurred in China and India, While the actual 
carry-over of foreign cotton has increased substantially the ratio of f 


carry-over to production has not substantially increased. Foreign mill 
consumption of foreign cotton has increased with the almost constantly 
increasing production since the World War, 


While world production in recent years has been twice as large as 
that in 1921, world consumption has not increased to the same extent. 
Total consumption in the United States has equalled or exceeded 7:million 
bales in only 3 of the 18 years shown in table 8. 


Tables 9, 10, and 11.-- In the years 1926-to 29 the carry-over 
of American cotton ranged from 30 to 50 percent of the consumption of 
Américan cotton. In recent years total stocks of American cotton in 
relation to consumption have been much larger. The relation between. 
stocks and consumption of foreign cotton has been much more stable. 


World consumption of American cotton from, 1920-21 to 1937-38 has 
ranged from 10 to 15 million bales. World consumption of foreign growths © 
has ranged from 6 to 17 million bales. There has been conparatively 
little variation in the annual consumption of Indian and Egyptian cotton. 


Stocks of American cotton abroad in 1939 were lower than in the 
previous 5 years. The world carry-over of American has accumulated almost 
entirely in the United States. 


Tables 12 to 15, inclusive.- These tables show the exports of 
cotton from the United States, India, Beypt, and Brazil. In studying ex 
ports in relation to imports of cotton into the various countries, it 
should be noted that exports are reported for the season beginning August 
1, except in the case of Brazil, while imports of American and other 
growths into specified countries are reported on a calendar year basise 


The increase of the textile industry in the Orient has been a 
significant factor in the decline in our exports to the United Kingdom 
and the increase in our exports to Japan. The decline in exports of 
American cotton to Germany is most significant, 


About one-half of the cotton exported from India is taken by Japan» 
It is interesting to compare the exports of Indian cotton to the United 
Kingdom with Indian exports to other countries. The United Kingdom takes 
more Egyptian cotton than any other country. In recent years the United 
Kingdom, Germany, and Japan have taken a large percentage of the cotton 
exported by Brazile 


Tables 16 to 27, inclusive.e. These tables show imports of cotton, 
by countries of origin, for the major importing countries. Imports of 
foreign cotton into the United States totalled 159,015 equivalent bales 
of 500 pounds each, There has been a decided drop in the imports of 
cotton from Egypt and Peru, due primarily to the imposition of an import 
duty of 7 cents per pound on long-staple cotton, effective June 18, 1930. 
Most of the imported cotton consumed in this country is Egyptian (in- 
cluding Sudan), which is used largely for mercerizing and in the manuface - 
ture of thread, knit goods, lace, and automobile tires. Indian cotton 
imported into the United States is distinctly of a lower grade than the 
average American cotton and is used largely in the manufacture of blanketse 
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In the case of the United Kingdom, formerly the best customer for 
American cotton, the imports from the United States since 1930 have de 
clined 600,000 bales, of which 400,000 have been displaced by the imports 
tion from other covniries, notably India and the Anglo~Egyptian Sudan. 
The imports of Amcrican cotton into Germany in 1938 amounted to 1,236, 000 
bales less than in 1953, of which nearly one-half was made up by in 
creased imports from other sources, chiefly South America. In the case 
of Japan, the 1937 imports of American cotton were about 890,000 bales 
less. than. im 1932... This reduetion was more than offset by importation. 
from other comtries, including aoa) Eevpt, ana South America, Imports 
of Anerican cotton into France and Italy declined some 300,000 bales in 
each case since 1933 and very little displacement had taken place in 
either country. . ee 


Table 28.—- This shows parity and farm price of cotton lint annual- 
ly since 1920 and monthly for the present marketing season. According. to 
the December estimate of 8.6 cents per pound, the current farm price is 
55 .percent of the pre-war averag © purchasing power. Parity price for 
cotton has not been attained gince the 1924.25 season when the farm price 
was 110 percent of parity; but the present percent of parity is almost 20 
points above that for the low depression season, 1931-320, >> 


Table 31.— This snows the spot prices of American, Indian, Egyptian, 
and Brazilian cotton at Liverpool and compares the prices of foreign 
growths with prices of Americen, The price of Indian cotton in relation 
to American averaged 71 percent for the first 6 months of the 1938-39 
season, the lowest since 1930-31, and 7% points below the lOsyear average 
percentage. The price of Egyptian cotton relative to the price of American 
was 123 percent for the first half of the 1938-39 season, 5 points above 
the 10-year average, In the case of Brazilian cotton, which usually sells 
at a slight discount in comparison with American, prices for the first 
6 months were also somewhat below the usual relationship. 


Tables 32 and 33.— These tables show the cash income from cotton 
and cottonseed and the purchasing power of the total crop, including pay~ 
ments. Cash income from the cotton crop,including payments, has ex 
ceeded $850,000,000 in every season since the 1932-33 season when it 
amounted to only $464,000,000. ‘The purchasing power of the crop during 
the 6 years of the Farm Programs has averaged 67 percent of that during 
the pre-war period, while the purchasing power of the crop, including pay 
ments, during that period has averaged 80 percent of the pre-war average. 


Table 34.- This table shows the total amount of cotton on which 
loans were made and the maximum stocks of each loan. A total of 16,800,000 
bales has been pledged, and the present stocks total 11,100,000 bales, the 
Maximum amount held at any one time. Cotton entering the 1933 loan 
reached a peak in January 1934, but was gradually liquidated and by June 
1936 all loans were paid off. Ootton entering the 1935 loan reached a 
peak in April 1936, and by July 1937 all loans had been paid off. 


Tables 35 and 36.— These tables deal with costs of producing cote 
ton. Table 35 shows the lO-year average cost and the cost of producing 
the 1946 and 1937 crovs, as reported by growers from all parts of the

Cotton Belt to the United States Department of Agriculture. The larger 
yields per acre in 1937 compared with 1936 were offset in part by higher 
costs per unit of labor, fertilizer, and machincry, Tablo 36 shows costs 
of feed, labor, etc., as percentages of the 1910-14 average, 


Table 37.8 This table shows the marked increase in the production 
of rayon in specified countries since the World War, the amowmt of cotton 
displaced, and the price of rayon yarn. It may be noted that the two. 
countries whgre our exports of cotton have been greatly curtailed, namely 
Germany and Japan, now produce more rayon than does the United States and 
that substantial portions of rayon products in these countries are now 
being used as substitutes for cotton, The price of rayon yarn at New York 
has declined with increasing production of rayon from a peak of $4,77 per 
pound in 1919 to $0.62 cents per pound for 1937, While rayon does replace 
some cotton it is also substituted for silk and other products so that one 
cannot assume that rayon replaced 4 millien bales of cotton in 1937, 


Table 38.— This tabte shows the per capita consumption of cotton, 
wool, silk, and rayon in the United States from the War years to date. 
While the per capita consumption of cotton, wool and silk has maintained 
a comparatively stable level, the consumption of rayon hag increased from 
less than 1/10 of one pound per person in 1920 to over 21/2 pounds per 
person in 1937, 


Table 39,- This table compares the cash farm income from market 
ings in the Regions as set up under the A,A.A. for the years 1929 to date, 
the only years for which comparable data are available, In studying this 
table one should guard against using any one year as the basis for com~ 
paring trends of income within a Region or between Regions. For example, 
the year 1932 may not be a representative year. The cash income in 1932 
in one Region may more nearly approach parity income than it does in 
another Region, This table mcrely represents what has happened during 
the years under consideration, and for the purposes of comparison data on 
& representative base period are needed.
